3000 New

WASHINGTON — An officer 
selection board to pick captains 
for promotion to temporary major 
on the Army Promotion List (APL) 
started meeting in Washington this 
week amid predictions that well 
above 3000 officers would be on the 
recommended list. 

Although the list of those in 
the zone of consideration is only 
now being printed, officers con- 
cerned will still have plenty of time 
to report their names if they are 
not on the list and should be in- 
cluded. Conversely,those put on the 
list when they are not in the zone 
will have time to notify the DA. 

Best estimates say that some 
6800 captains will be considered by 
the board. Rank cut-off date for 
the captains is 31 March 1954. 

The new board is expected to be 
sitting for about three months. 
The circular giving the names of 
those in the zone of consideration 
is expected to be published within 
the next two or three weeks. That 
will give those who think they 
should be on the list adequate time 
to report. 

The last selection board for the 
same rank considered 3503 names 
on the APL and ‘picked 1720 from 
the zone of consideration plus 148 
from the outstanding category. 
this was a selection rate of about 
49.1 or nearly 50 percent. Included 
in the officers considered were 
some who had been previously 
passed over. The rate; therefore, 
from the “fresh zone”. was higher 
than this.

WASHINGTON—Genera] revision of the Officer Personnel Act “ 
achieve greater uniformity” will be undertaken by a Defense study which is to bate early 


next fiscal year. 

In a letter to the Secretaries of 
the three military departments, 
Deputy Secretary of Defense James 
H. Douglas has asked for nomina- 
tions of two retired flag or general 
officers from each of the four serv- 
ices to conduct the study. The 
nominations are due in his office 
in late June. 

“It appears now that certain 
revisions may be necessary in 
order to maintain an officer 
career management pattern in 
the military services which is 
equitable and effective,” Doug- 
las’ letter said. 

He then pointed out that the at- 
titude of Congress and the Admin- 
istration “... reflects the view that 
the differences which presently 
prevail are not fully justified by 
differences in service organization 
and mission.” 

He added, “It is believed that 
many advantages would accrue 
from a realistic review at this 
time of the different laws and poli- 
cies affecting officer personnel 
with a view to achieving greater 
uniformity.” 

There have been broad hints for 
some time that such a revision was 
to be undertaken. House Armed 
Services committee chairman Carl 
Vinson said last year that he felt 


the time had come for a general 
overhaul of the law, which has 
undergone temporary “repairs” 
many times during the past 13 
years.

U.S. Tests 
Hospitals 
In Europe 


VERDUN, France — Believing 
| that im any future war there will 
| be large numbers of casualties from 
atomic blasts, U.S. Army hospitals 
in Europe have been conducting 
mass casualty exereises to see how 
rapidly groups of victims can be 
treated. 


The latest such exercise was held 
at the 42d Field Hospital in Ver- 
dun. 

Nearly 200 enlisted men were 
| picked to be casualties in the first 
such exercise to be held in Verdun. 

The men were told at an early- 
morning briefing in the post 
theater that as soon as they left the 
building they would be hit by a 
simulated bomb and that many 
would be severely injured and 
others killed. When they left the 
theater they were issued tags shew- 
ing the extent of their individual 
injuries. 
| They were then taken to a field 
near the 42d Field Hospital and 
told to scatter themselves around 
the area as closely as possible to 
war-time conditions. 

Sorting teams from the hospital 
were sent te the area to give first 
aid to the simulated victims. Indi- 
viduals whose injuries were minor 
were assigned to help treat those 
more seriously wounded. 

Critical “patients” were rushed 
to the pre-operation ward of the 
hospital te be prepared for “sur- 
gery”. Later surgery cases were ac- 
tually taken to the operating room 
area where they remained for the 
amount of time usually required to 
treat the type of injury.

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Pentagon Campaign 
Eases Soldier Voting | 


(Following is another in the series of articles on voting infor- 
mation for members and dependents. It is designed to. acquaint 
readers with the service voting program and the elections sched- 
uled for July. For more details on eligibility in specific states, 
members should see their local voting officers.) 


WASHINGTON—It has taken changes in the voting laws of more 
than 30 states to develop the simplified voting processes servicemen 
will enjoy in this year’s presidential election. 

Thanks to five years of selling by a Pentagon-based group in 
charge of the Federal Voting Assistance Program, every state now 
accepts the post card application for ballot (Standard Form 76). All 
but five allow absentee voting in primary as well as general elections. 
All but two allow absentee registration and one of these has legisla- 
tion pending. Most states have streamlined the absentee ballot rules 
for wives and dependents of servicemen. 

Most of these improvements have followed service contact with 
state legislatures. The process of winning reforms though the often- 
complex machinery of law-making was described this week in the 
latest JAG Bulletin. The reporter, staff legal advisor to the Voting 
Program, is Capt. John M. Wells. 

A question often asked by the state legislators, Capt. Wells says, 
is “So we change the law. Will the soldier vote?” The captain’s 
answer is “Yes”. While the services still think the vote record of 
members needs improvement, the percentage casting ballots has 
doubled since passage of the 1955 Voting Assistance Act. 


CURRENT EFFORTS of the services are centering on estab- 
lishing eligibility to vote by registration. This is phase II of a four- 
phase program leading up to the 8 November general elections. 

The first lap of the presidential] race, the primary balloting, has 
practically ended, climaxed in June and early July with the national 
party conventions. 

Scattered state primaries (see end of story for calendar of those in 
July) will continue through September, most of them lining up 
candidates for Congressional seats, and local offices, a few passing on 
state constitution changes and other issues. 

For the services, the big push now will be to qualify as many 
voters as possible for the “main event.” In many states, this means 
registration although many now make registration automatic with 
application for an absentee ballot. 

In others, although separate registration action is required, 
registration is permanent for those who vote regularly. 

For soldiers in doubt about the exact registration rules in their 
states, the voting information pamphlet (DOD Pam 59 DA 21-50) 
supplies detailed instructions. 

A word of caution is in order for family men: Since rules vary 
for servicemen and dependents in some states, it is well to check 
specifically the registration requirements for members, spouses and 
voting age children. 

The next round of elections in which servicemen may still have 
time to cast absentee ballots are the July primaries in three states, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Virginia. Following are the offices and 
measures involved and the key voting criteria: 


ARKANSAS (26 July) primary will nominate candidates for 
Senate, House, governor, state county and district officials. Also to 
be voted are three legislative proposals. 

Absentee voting is allowed all absent eligible voters who are 
citizens, 21 or older and residents of the state for one year (six 
months in county and 30 days in precinct). There is no registration 
but there is a poll tax ($1). This is waived for servicemen and per- 
sons who became 21 after the tax assessment. It is payable by others 
up to 1 Oct. 


Servicemen only may use post card for ballot application, others 
must apply by letter. Marked ballots must be received by the county 
clerk by 1830 election day.

OKLAHOMA (5 July) primary wil] nominate a Senator, Repres- 
entatives, supreme court justices, state and local officials and eight 
presidential electors. A 26 July runoff will be held if there is no 
majority vote for any one candidate. 

Absentee voting is allowed by all qualified voters. Age 21, U.S. 
citizenship, and a year’s residence, six months in state and 30 days 
in precinct) are required. Registration is waived for all servicemen, 
overseas Civilians and the dependents of all of these when absence 
from place of residence. 


Post card application is accepted from servicemen, employees 
Overseas and dependents. Marked ballots may be received by the 
secretary of the county election board by 1700 on the Friday before 
the Tuesday election.

VIRGINIA (12 July) primaries will nominate one senator and 10 
representatives. 

Absent voting is allowed by any qualified voter who is a citizen, 
age 21 and has lived in the state one year (six months in county and 
30 days in precinct). Registration and poll tax are waived for 
servicemen only. Tax may be mailed six months before a general 
election, registration is permanent but required in person 30 days 
before election of those not previously registered. 

Post card application is acceptable from servicemen, a letter 
application is required of others no later than eight days before an 
election. Marked ballots are due by the close of polls on election day.

Army Sees Explosions With 
Fastest Camera in World 


WASHINGTON — Army scien- 
tists are using the world’s fastest 
camera to study what happens to 
explosive materials during detona- 
tion. 

The camera, located at the 
Army Ordnance Corps’ Picatinny 
Arsenal, Dover, N. J., has an ex- 
posure speed of one five-billionth 
of a second. For comparison, one 
five-billionth of a century is half 
a second. 

Intense light required by the 
camera is provided by setting off 
an argon gas bomb simultaneously 
with the explosion being photo- 
graphed. 

In experiments so far, the 
camera, called a Kerr cell 
camera, has made still photo- 
graphs of explosion shock waves 
traveling as fast as five miles a 
second (18,000 miles an hour). 

Purposes of the. Picatinny re- 
search is to find ways of making 
explosive materials more reliable 
and more useful, for both military 
and civilian applications. 

To do this, scientists need more 
and better knowledge about what 
happens during detonations. The 
new camera is helping uncover this 
kind of fundamental knowledge. 

o co ” 

PICATINNY scientists are in- 
vestigating all types of explosive 
materials with the camera, many 





of them new and as yet little 
understood. 

In practice, blocks of explosive 
materials about the size of a 


clenched fist are detonated inside 
a large steel-encased cell in a room 
at the laboratory. One end of the 
steel cell is open, allowing blast to 
escape. 

Portholes covered with thick 
shatter-proof glass are located in 
the walls of the steel cell. The 
camera makes it pictures through 
one of these portholes. Slower 
cameras, including movie camera, 
are mounted at other portholes to 
make different kinds of pictures. 


Scientists remain outside the 
room during detonations and 
observe the experiments through a 
system of mirrors and safety win- 
dows. Detonations are set off, and 
cameras are operated, by remote 
control. 

The new high-speed camera was 
developed and manufactured by 
Electro-Optical Systems, Incor- 
porated, Pasadena, Calif. for and 
under the supervision of Picatinny 
scientists. The company now is sell- 
ing the camera commercially for 
use in explosives research by 
other government agencies and 
private industries. 

Picatinny scientists said the 
camera is four times faster than 
any other camera known to be in 
use at the present time. 
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for taking the guess work out of 
the process. \ 

Operating principles of meter are

Rescue of 4 


Credited to 
Army Aid 


FORT GREELY, Alaska—When 
four men fell to the bottom of an 
ice fall while descending Mt. Mc- 
Kinley, Army aviators were among 
the first rescuers to arrive and the § 
last to leave. 

During the week-long rescue op- 
eration, from 18-25 May, Army 
helicopters whirled through lofty 
McKinley’s treacherous passes. and 
over its ridges during turblent 
weather conditions. 

Ome Daiber of Seattle, a vet- 
eran of 25 years in mountain res- 
cue operations, who directed the 
McKinley rescue of John Day, Pete 
Schoening and Jim and Louis Whit- 
taker credited Army efforts with 
speeding up the rescue by at least 
10 days. 

Only hours after the world re- 
ceived news that four men 
fallen and lay injured at the bot- 
tom of an ice fall at the moun- 
tain’s 17,300 foot level, the Army 
Arctic Test Board from Fort Greely 
had a helicopter hovering over 
the victims.

Infantry School Students Get | 
Inkling of Red PW Camps 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—In an isolated wooded area on a narrow red clay road at Fort

Benning stands a barbed wire-enclosed compound. 


Near the gate a sign written in 
Esperanto, the international lan- 
guage, reads “Campamanto de Con- 
centracion.” On the gate is another 
sign reading “Militkoptito Kamplo- 
gijo Nr. 7.” A sentinel box is mark- 
ed, “Sentinela.” Inside the com- 
pound there is an area labeled 
“Generador.” 


A shout is heard from a nearby 
hill as a closely huddled group of 
men is driven toward the compound. 
The “prisoners” are wearing 
fatigues. Their guards are dressed 
in a strange green uniform. 

Like one large misshapen body, 
the “prisoners” converge on the 
gate and writhe into the compound 

n a slithering surge of close press- 
ed humanity. 

“Put your hands on your heads!”, 
yells the field commandant. The 
“prisoners” obey quickly enough — 
all, that is except one. Before his 
hands can reach his head he is 
jerked out of line and thrown to 
the ground. 

“Bring that dag over here,” or- 
ders the captain of the green-clad 
troops. A handler approaches 
with his sentry dog, so close to 
the prisoner’s face that he can 
feel its hot breath as it snarls and 
barks, straining ever closer. The 
“prisoner” tries te draw back but 
the captain threatens him, forces 
him to ignore the dog and place 
his nose to the ground. 

The harassed “prisoner” is then 
sent to a high-walled compound. 

* * ~” 


THE REST of the “prisoners” are 
double-timed to a flagpole. The flag 
of the country of their “captors” is 
raised. The national anthem of 
that country is played. 

The “prisoners” show no sign of 
hearing the anthem nor of seeing 
the flag. It is not apathy, however. 
They are too alert for even a slight 
reflex movement as the captain re- 
peatedly orders them to salute. 

Three more “prisoners” are 
snatched from the ranks, harassed 
and sent to the outer compound. 

The commander marches the 
“prisoners” into a small area with 
walls 10 feet high. The com- 
pound contains a coffin and two 
small square boxes. In one cor- 
ner, high above the heads of the 
“prisoners,” stands the compound 
commander in a wooden lookout 
tower. He wears a black patch 
over one eye and speaks with oily 
persuasion. 

“Welcome to Compound 7. We 
will try to make your stay here as 
pleasant as possible,” he tells the 
“prisoners.” In marked contrast to 
the rough voice of the field com- 
mandant, he talks in over-polite 
tones as he assures the “prisoners” 
that they will be treated as people 
who have been liberated from capi- 
talistic tyranny. 

” * ” 

THERE IS more browbeating and 
haranguing from the field com- 
mandant. The coffin and the two 
cramp boxes are open and out 
scramble the “prisoners” who had 
been abused earlier in the court- 
yard. 

At this point the “prisoners” are 
divided into two groups. Half are 
sent into the inner compound for 
indoctrination by recordings and 
for samples of various physical co- 
ercion devices. 

The other group is sent to the in- 
terrogation room. To be interro- 
gated? No, to see interrogation 
techniques. 

The “prisoners” are students at 
the Army Infantry School at Ben- 
ning. Their “captors” are Ag- 
gressor troops composed of in- 
structors on the patrolling com- 
mittee of the school’s ranger de- 
partment. The occasion is a prob- 
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lem in survival, evasion and es- 


cape training. 

“To familiarize the student with 
his individual responsibilities under 
the Code of Conduct and to acquaint 
him with techniques of and resist- 
ance to communist interrogation, in- 
doctrination and exploitation,” — 
so reads the committee’s objective 


for the problem. 
. * 
THE PROBLEM was developed at 


the Infantry School. Although the 
25th Inf. Div. in Hawaii conducts a 
similar problem, there is none other 
exactly like it in the Army. 

The need for such a vroblem, the 
policies of the committee and the 
techniques of conducting the prob- 
lem can be traced to the tragic ex- 
periences of 7190 American soldiers 


captured during the Korean con-|i 


flict. 

Before entering the stockade, the 
class had a conference on the Code 
of Conduct. It had been oriented 
on the role of aggressor troops. The 
aggressor cannot injure a student, 
yet he has to play the role of a 
ruthless enemy who would smash 
the head of a prisoner for failure to 
obey the simplest order. The stu- 
dents are admonished to conduct 
themselves with this in mind. 

* * ” 

THE ONE-HOUR imprisonment 
takes on realism from the moment 
the students place their hands in 
their heads at the gate. The res- 
ponse of the student varies with his 
disposition and with his iriterest in 
his career in the Army, Capt. Billy 
D. Thames, an instructor, says. 

The students hear a recording of 
a message from a communist Chi- 
nese colonel. He tells them that 
the American soldier has weak 
loyalties, hazy concepts of right and 
wrong, ignorance of social values, 
resentment for hardship, no love 
for his job. 

The compound’s director of edu- 
cation and training speaks to the 
“prisoners” next. He calls them stu- 
dents and free men, rescued from 





planation of each method of inter- 
rogation by a narrator standing in 


tion of the method, it is demon- 
strated by the interrogator. 

Sometimes the narrator is alone, 
timing his explanations carefully to 
fit in with the drama taking place 
on the other side of the glass. Again 
he may be accompanied by an im- 
pressive array of “stars” as high 
ranking officers from all over the 
world observe the problem. 

Civilian visitors are identified as 
other observers. Visitors wearing 
the uniform of the U.S. serviceman 
may observe the problem only from 
behind a screen, through peep- 
holes and through the one-way 
glass. The presence of the familiar 
uniform would destroy the psycho- 
logical effect of the aggressor uni- 
form, officials point out. 

The groups change places. When 
each group has completed both 
phases of the instruction, it is 
double-timed out of the stockade. 

The class then moves to a class- 
room. Here the students are in- 
structed in the techniques of and 
resistance to communist interroga- 
tion, indoctrination and exploita- 
tion.

2d Division Trains 
40,000 Recruits 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—Over 40,000 recruits have been 
trained as combat ready infantrymen by the 2d Inf. Div. 
Since the division’s organization in June 1958 as a 


training division, approximately 
25,767 recruits were given basic 
combat training, 7537 advanced in- 
dividual training and 7054 Gyro- 
scope packet training. 

On 2 May 1960, by orders from 
the Department of the Army, the 
2d Inf. Div. reorganized to in 
crease its combat effectiveness. 

The reorganization inactivated 
seven artillery batteries and acti- 
vated five rifle companies, four ar- 
tillery battalions and a 2d Trans- 
port. Det. (aircraft maintenance). 
The change also redesignated the 
division mortar batteries to com- 
bat support companies. 

A new concept was added to the 
division this year to increase its 








mobility of troops, supplies and 
equipment. It is the Aerial Re- 
connaissance Security Company 
(ARSC). This new concept com- 
bines highly trained riflemen and 
support companies with armed heli- 
copters which operate as a team 
in close support of ground troops. 

The 11th Inf. of the 2d Div. was 
the first Army unit to reorganize 
for the new OVUREP (Overseas 
Unit Replacement) system. 

The primary purpose of OVUREP 
is to provide peacetime support 
for the Army’s doctrine for battle- 
field replacement in wartime unit 
replacement.

Arms -AND Men 


The descent from the summit should 
clear away any doubt of the urgent need 
for truly professional U.S. armed forces. 

In light of the events at Paris and the 
continuing difficulties in Berlin, some influ- 
ential people in Washington now clamor for 
more money to spend on various weapon 
systems and program. 

“Increase our military strength; that is 
what Khrushchev and the Kremlin under- 
stand,” they declare. 

All of this may be fine. Certainly there 
is only one way to deal with the Soviets— 
through a powerful hand. But there’s more 
in strength than weapons. Gen, Curtis Le- 
May pointed this out last week when he 
said that “in this day of the missile a great 
many people are forgetting the man.” 

Acres of ground and oceans covered with 
the most advanced systems are not going 
to do the job if there are too few highly 
skilled persons to handle them. 

And the truth is that young technical- 
scientific officers are leaving the services 
at an alarming rate. Among first-term en- 
listed people, reenlistments are sagging in 
a number of critical jobs. Electronics is one. 

Many of the retention ills the 1958 Pay 
Act was supposed to cure remain. They 
must be resolved if the truly professional 
force so necessary now is to become a reality. 

One big reason the 1958 pay package 
hasn’t worked wonders is that it has not 
been fully used. Congress handed the Pen- 
tagon a real. exit-stopper in proficiency pay, 
when it authorized monthly pro payments 
of up to $150. But, so far, the most the 
Pentagon pays out is $30, with some $60 
payments scheduled soon. 

However, for the E-3 being wooed by 
an electronics firm with salaries of $400 to 
$500 a month, the $30—or $60—isn’t going 
to make much impression. The $150, cou- 
pled perhaps with reasonable promotion op- 
portunities, might do the trick. 

The Pentagon has refused to install of- 
ficer “responsibility pay,’ which was also 
authorized in 1958. Here, surely, is an in- 
strument that might extract more service 
from expensively-trained officers. 

The 1958 act, on the other hand, did not 
include an increase in quarters allowances, 
or extra pay for duty at isolated bases. 
Both, we think, are required if a profes- 
sional force is to be attained. 

Another problem contributing to person- 
nel instability, is promotions, or lack of them. 

The 1958 act curtailed longevity in- 
creases. The theory was that service peo- 
ple will work harder for the higher grades, 
not be content with doing a passable job 
and merely accepting the periodic increases 
that came with time in grade. 

The theory is fine, but promotions are 
too limited to allow even reasonably rapid 
advancement. Between 80 and 85 percent 
of E-5s and up, and 70 to 75 percent of 
those in lower grades, have the required 
time in grade for promotion, but rigid 
strength ceilings prevail. Many doing fine 
work simply cannot get promoted. 

Good men — hard-to-replace men — are 
going to drop out under these conditions. 

In summary, men—as General LeMay 
underscored it— are just as important as 
weapons in putting together the powerful, 
professional force today’s situation requires.

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Accent on All but Soldier

THE ARMY must overcome a 15-year 
lag in its basic thinking. The Army, con- 
trary to popular official policy, is not com- 
posed of “DACs and accessories.” The 
uniform and the men in it are of vital 
importance — the uniform is honorable 
— its seniority and control in and of the 
Department of the Army must be un- 
questioned (except, of course, for the 
wisely selected civilian secretary, him- 
self). 

I am convinced this basic change in 
Army thinking can and must be accom- 
plished. It can. be done without detract- 
ing from our honest and proper concern 


for the well being of the Department of 
the Army civilian employe or from our 
concern with the modern Army hardware 
and other needs. 

It may well be a question of generat- 
ing more courage than presently seems 
possible — or more perspective than our 
civilian leaders can afford — or, most 
likely, it may be a change which requires 
more power and authority behind it than 
the 30,000 Pentagon civilians will permit.

THE MODERN ARMY, and ultimate 
victory in any war, remains reliant on un- 
modern man. In these years of unending 
international war it may well be that the 
nation’s future rests primarily on the 
Army’s soldiers and officers and their 
substantial, long-lasting low state of 
morale. 

The degeneration of the uniform after 
the hot war periods of World War Ii and 
Korea, from the status of principal mem- 
ber of the Army to accessory and tran- 
sient member of the Army, has produced 
a little recognized but serious threat to 
our survival in any real sense of that 
word. 

The Army’s future now rests on uni- 
formed man’s critical, immediate need 
for a satisfying and lasting sense of per- 
sonal importance and contribution in his 
chosen career, From the four-star gen- 
eral down to three-bar sergeants, career 
soldiers need to be openly and firmly and 
lastingly recognized as the most important 
members of the U.S. Army — and they 
must believe it themselves — or they 
too will choose the life of the DAC. 

If this is not already known by 
DCSPER, the Chief of Staff, and the 
Secretary of the Army, and if they are 
not already changing Army personnel

APO 19, N.Y.: Mr. Khrushchey 
refused to play ball on the Sum- 
mit Team because the free world 
would not let him pitch; conse- 
quently he went home. However, 
the free world team continued to 
play ball. 

Before his departure from Mos- 
cow, Khrushchev was aware of the 
impossible diplomatic victory that 
had been carefully planned before 
the U2 incident. The pool of total- 
itarian heads decreed the walk-out, 
but a round trip to Paris was re- 
quired for the communist delegate 
so that the premeditated withdraw- 
al might appear as his decision. 

The diplomatic loss by Khrush- 
chey registered a corresponding 
gain for the free world. The gain 
is further enhanced by the fact 
that no concessions were made by 
the free world. Needless to say, we 
cannot afford any more conces- 
sions, and the days of free-world 
bargains are over for the commu- 
nists. 

But the fact still remains that 
under the present communist doc- 
trine, their delegates do not sit at 
the bargain table unless there is 
a good chance for profit. There- 
fore, the only hope for an honor- 
able peace with justice is vested 
in a permanent change of commu- 
nist doctrine. 

A doctrine that has prevented 
the repatriation of people from a 
war that ended 15 years ago is not 
acceptable to free-thinking people 
and must be considered a failure 
to terminate aggressive action.

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rPHERE'’s ONE THING to be said for watching a chess 
tournament (as contrasted with watching a more vig- 
orous form of contest)—you don’t have to put up with 
some loud-mouthed drunk yelling in your ear. 

There is no yelling at a chess tournament; nor is there much of 
any other kind of noise. Spectators tiptoe around, all speech is 
whispered, an occasional click is heard as a player moves his pawn one 
square; the loudest noise is made when a player puts his dime into a 
slot and a bottle plops into the opening of the softdrink machine. 
In the background is a faint, almost inaudible ticking of 12 clocks. 

That’s how it was last week in the basement of the USO building 
in downtown Washington, across the street from the White House, as 
the 12 Army, Navy and Air Force chess champs competed for the U.S. 
military chess championship. 

Winner of $750 and half of the first prize (an Air Force officer 
won the other half) was Army Sp4 Arthur W. Feuerstein, a cheerful, 
studious young man who has good use for his prize money. He’s 

a Czech medical student whom he met during a European 
chess match several years ago, and he plans to set up housekeeping in 
Paris, where he’s stationed. 

om - - 

BETWEEN MATCHES last week (each of the 12 participants 
played one game with the other 11), champ Feuerstein got to talking 
about chess. The former CCNY chess team member had played in 
such places as Czechoslovakia and Bulgaria before enlisting in the 
Army and getting sent to Paris, where he is an IBM technician in 
U.S. Army Accounts Office Europe (“Capt. W. M. Clark is my unit 
commander,” Feuerstein said, “and I’d appreciate it if you got him 
into the Army Times article; he did a lot to help me get over here’). 

Feuerstein, who is 24 years old, says a player reaches his prime 
after about six years, if he develops early. By his own calculations, 
he is about to start going downhill, washed up as a chess whiz before 
he can ever finish his three-year hitch in the Army. 

~ . 

FEUERSTEIN has an unusually-developed power of concentra- 
tion. He can recall every move in the past two or three games; he 
can play games easily in which there is a 10-second time limit on each 
move; he has played some games where each move was made as fast 
as a hand could move a chess piece; he has played several opponents 
at one time. 

In the armed forces tournament, each player had two-and-a-half 
hours to make at least 50 moves (European rules usually require only 
40 moves in the same time). An accurate check is kept on the 
amount of time used for thinking — each player has a clock showing 
how much fime he has left. As soon as a player moves, he pushes a 
button which stops his clock and starts his opponent’s clock. If a 
player hasn’t made his 50 moves when his time runs out, he loses. 

It requires considerable energy to play in a chess tournament. 
Two games a day mean up to 10 hours of solid concentration on a 
hard chair. “You don’t have to be an athlete,” Feuerstein says, “but 
you do have to be in good physical condition. The former world cham- 
pion — a Russian — used to train like a boxer.” 

oa - « 

BECAUSE of the physical and nervous strain — some players 
lose as much as 20 pounds during a week of competition — a spec- 
tator will see: considerable squirming and head scratching at a chess 
tournament. Players don’t just sit still and stare — they rub their 
cheeks, fondle their chins, squeeze their faces between their hands, 
light cigars, drink cokes and occasionally they stand up and chéck on 
how the other games are getting along. 

Chess draws a big audience in Russia, where spectators follow the 
action on large display boards. It isn’t much of a spectator sport in 
the U.S. I learned this week why bookies don’t make a big thing of 
chess bets — Feuerstein says there’s no way to fix a match without 
bribing one of the players to do a tank job, and chess players jist 
aren’t the type to go in for that sort of thing. 


pM YTDE -Asy ben — Any Eber the Strategic Army Corps’ (STRAC) “battle cry,” 
can add a new word, a good word—Anywhy.

There can be nothing but 
praise for the STRAC units 
which are in Chile and the units 
that make it up — the 7th and 
15th Field Hospitals, a detach- 
ment from the 13th Field Hos- 
pital, another detachment from 
DeWitt Army Hospital, Fort 
Belyoir, a detachment from the 
50th Signal Bn., another of the 

' §19th MI .Bn., two water puri- 
fication teams and two field laun- 
dries, the 56th and 57th Army 
Ambulance Helicopter Dets. 

But two elements of the time 
schedule are cause for concern. 
The quakes in Chile began early 
on 21 May. It was not until 
more than 100 hours later that 
the decision apparently was 


made to send the STRAC mercy 
team to the aid of the Chilean 
government. 

Why did it take our govern- 
ment so long to reach this deci- 
sion? A few phone calls could 
have detemined if civilian relief 
agencies were able to handle 
disaster relief, if the Chilean 
government wanted help, what 
federal agencies were prepared 
to move. Certainly by the after- 
noon of 22 May the extent of the 
disaster was well enough known 
so that officials could be ready 
with plans for help. 

But it was not until the after- 
noon of 25 May that alert orders

De Gaulle on Prestige 


WHEN France’s General Charles de Gaulle was a young man he 

wrote a book called Le Fil de L’Epee (The Edge of the Sword). 
It has recently been translated into English. De Gaulle says that the 
book represents his general position “then as now”. The May issue 
of Esquire magazine contains a selection from the book concerning 
Prestige, from which the following is taken: 

“First and foremost, there can be no prestige without mystery, 
for familiarity breeds contempt. All religions have their holy of 
holies, and no man is a hero to his valet. In the designs, the demeanor, 
and the mental operations of a leader there must be always a “some- 
thing” which others cannot altogether fathom, which puzzles them, 
stirs them, and rivets their attention. In saying this I do not mean 
that he must shut*himself away in an ivory tower, remote from, and 
inaccessible to, his subordinates. On the contrary, if one is to in- 
fluence men’s minds, one must observe them carefully and make it 
clear that each has been marked out from among his fellows, but only 
on condition that his goes with a determination to give nothing away, 
to hold in reserve some piece of secret knowledge which may at any 
moment intervene, and the more effectively from being in the nature 
of a surprise. The latent faith of'the masses will do the rest. Once 
the leader has been judged capable of adding the weight of his per- 
sonality to the known factors of any situation, the ensuing hope and 
confidence will add immensely to the faith reposed in him.”

RE-MILITARIZING the Army 
and its concepts and total character 
is essential and urgently required. 
The need to work together, DAC 
and soldier, active and inactive 
USA and AUSA, has never been 
greater. But the need to keep emo- 
tionally healthy generals and ser- 
geants (and all between) on active 
duty is perhaps the greatest of 
these needs. 

To borrow strange but pertinent 
language from the psychiatrists, 
the man in uniform must be kept 
emotionally healthy and ready to 
die in the mud when his time comes.

Specialists and privates may 
qualify for and be classified in any 
specialist skill level authorized for 
their MOS even though the skill 
level is higher than that author- 
ized for their pay grade: 

The effectiveness of the Army’s 
classfication system depends in the 
final analysis on the actions of 
both the unit commander and the 
individual. ‘The commander must 
insure that.all men in his unit are 
properly classified in MOS’s which 
properly reflect the training time 
and money the Army has invested 
in their careers.

For NCO Prestige? 


FORT JACKSON, S&.C.: The 
“Captain” of APO 403, N.Y. (21 
May) must be the pride of his 
battalion commander. He has giv- 
en the matter of NCO prestige 
much serious consideration and will 
obey his direct order on the sub- 
ject to the fullest in spirit and 
letter.

Here are some 
ideas to help him out: 

@ Always disregard orders on 
NCO prestige from higher head- 
quarters or twist them around to 
suit your own purpose.

® A high speed magnetic tape 
transmission system by Collins 
Radio Co. Already in use by the 
Army, it transmits tape data at 300 
characters per second, twice as fast 
as other commercial equipment. 


® An aerial camera the KA-30 by 
Chicago Aerial Industries. Able to 
take clear photos at 50,000 feet, its 
big advantage is “freezing” the pic- 
ture on the film by moving it at 
the same relative speed as the 
plane. Army is using it in drones 
and planes, Navy recon units will 
get it by fall. 

@® An electronic star tracking sys- 
tem developed by International Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Corp. It is a 
type that may eventually be used 
for space navigation. Key element 
is a “photomultiplier” tube which 
transforms a star’s image into an 
electrical signal and amplifies it 
two million times. 

@ A tailor-made moving van de- 
signed for Greyhound Van Lines 
specifically for hauling large deli- 
eate electronic units: Features in- 
clude bowling alley floors, complete 
interior paneling and aircraft-type 
cargo tie-down gear. Greyhound 
has about 40 on order. 

@ A mobile digital computer 
(MOBDIC) system which includes 
high speed data processing and 
transmission equipment made by 
Sylvania Electric Products Co. It 
mounts on a 30-foot Army trailer, 
can transmit 3000 bits of informa- 
tion per second. 

@ A weather map transmitter by 
Times Facsimile Corp. It turns out 
continuous prints of current weath- 
er situation charts. It is used by 
many AF bases to receive maps 
from the Washington Weather Cen- 
tral operated by the Weather Bu- 
reau, AF and Navy. 

® A transparent model of the 
Tiros I television carrying satellite 
developed by RCA. The firm ex- 
plained in detail how the orbiting 
station takes and transmits weather 
data photos of the earth. 

® A transportable tracker an- 
tenna with a 28-foot reflector frame 
which can be folded like a fan for 
transporting on its trailer-style 
base. It is made by D. 8. Kennedy 
and Co.

Nurses to Get 
More Credit 
For Schooling 


WASHINGTON — More credit 
will be given for educational back- 
ground in appointing professional 
nurses to the Army Nurse Corps 
Reserve, the Army Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Office announced today. 


A bachelor of science degree 
may be substituted for 18 months 
of appropriate professional nurs- 
ing experience; a master of science 
degree for three years of nursing 
experience, according to Changes 
1 to Army Regulations 601-139, 
dated 2 May 1960. 

Previously, these degrees could 
be credited for only one, two, and 
three years of experience respec- 
tively. 

Now the Army will grant a re- 
serve commission as a first lieuten- 
ant for example, if the qualified 
applicant has either three years 
of nursing experience, or a bach- 
elor’s degree in nursing plus 18 
months of nursing experience (a 
total of three years “equivalent” 
experience), or a master’s degree 
with no previous nursing exper- 
ience. 

Applicants for reserve commis- 
sions in the Army Nurse Corps 
may be appointed in the grades of 
second lieutenant through lienten 
ant colonel. ‘ 

The minimum number of years 
of actual or “equivalent” experi- 
ence required for appointment in 
thse grades is unchanged: less 
than three years for second lieu- 
tenant, three years for first. lieu- 
tenant, seven years for captain, 14 
years for major, and 21 years for 
lieutenant colonel.

WASHINGTON—The Army has 
completed the reorganization of its 
three European armored cavalry 
regiments and the 3d Armd. Cav., a 
STRAC unit, at Fort Meade, Md. 
Reorganization of the fifth, the 6th 
Armd, Cav. at Fort Knox, is in the 
works but no date has yet been 
set for it to adopt the new or- 
ganizational structure. 

Under the new organization, the 
armored cavalry regiments will op- 
erate as three semi-independent 
armored cavalry squadrons with 
support from a regimental aviation 
company and under the control of 
regimental headquarters. 


Each squadron consists of four 
lettered troops and a howitzer 
troop. The troops are “integrated” 
down to platoon level. That is, they 
have in each platoon the elements 
of a reconnaissance unit—armor, 
scout, infantry and weapons sup- 
port. On the next higher level, the 
howitzer troop supports the squad- 
ron.

“Carp’s Washington is a de- 
lightful picture of thé national 
capital in the eighties. Not only 
does it illuminate with a thou- 
sand human details a little 
known period in our history, but 
it proves that the more Washing- 
ton changes, the more it is the 
same thing. . . and that for those 
who love it, as Frank Carpenter 
obviously did, nothing is quite so 
fascinating as this fantastic, 
wonderful town.” 

It would be hard to improve 
on the talented Mr. Drury’s esti-

Some of the news stories, and 
letters to the editor, in this 
morning’s Washington Post deal 
with the same things Carpenter 
wrote about almost 20 years be- 
fore the turn of this century. 

For example, there’s hardly a 
week that some local citizen is 
not indignant in print over the 
way members of the diplomatic 
corps flaunt the local traffic rules 
The Washingtonians of 1882 
voiced the same complaint, al- 
most word for word. The differ 
ence being that the diplomatical 
ly immune in those days rode or 
drive horses at break-neck speed 
down Pennsylvania Ave., and 
hitched them wherever’ they 
bloody well pleased. Now they 
drive a Cadillac or a Mercedes- 
Benz. 

Back in the 1880’s generals 
and admirals were squabbling 
with each other over the division 
of the military appropriation 
doled out by Congress, and it 
was a mighty small dab of money 
in those days. Residents of the 
District of Columbia were con- 
tending for the same _ voting 
rights as other citizens of the 
United States. A Civil Rights 
Bill, for the protection of the 
Negro people’s citizenship rights, 
was a hot issue in Congress. 
Nearly everybody drank too 
much, according to Mr. Carpen- 
ter. Employees of the govern- 
ment were pleading for a raise 
in pay and job protection under 
the new-fangled Civil Service 
Law. 

Oh, it all sounds very fami- 
liar. But few writers nowadays 
can tell these stories half so in- 
terestingly as did Frank Carpen 
ter.

book just before he was 
hanged in Poland shortly after 
World War II.

Hoess writes of how he watch- 
ed women try to hide their in- 
fants in piles of clothes before 
they were driven into gas cham- 
bers or were killed by beatings, 
starvation and various forms of 
torture. A kindly family man 
who wouldn’t hurt a fly, he was 
indignant when Hermann Goer- 
ing expressed doubt that he 
could have killed a couple of 
million people in only two and a 
half years. “Why, I could have 
done twice as much,” he de- 
clared. 

It takes a strong stomach to 
read this book. Royalties go 
to an organization of survivors 
of Auschwitz. — RSH.

SCAR PETERSON is the most recorded pianist in his- 
tory, thanks not only to rare talent as soloist and side- 
man but to his association with Norman Granz, whose 


Verve record company produces 
jazz LPs of permanent value 
faster than many other record 
companies can produce 45 rpm 
records for the garbage can, or 
tone deaf teenagers, if you will. 

Five new Peterson LPs have 
been released by Verve this 
month and at least four of these 
are well worth having, these four 
being additions to the Oscar 
Peterson Plays So & So Song 
Book series. There is much mu- 
sic on each one. 

Each album contains a dozen 
standards by the Peterson Trio 
the standards being by five of 
America’s best popular song 
writers: Oscar Peterson Plays 
the* Jerome Kern Song Book 
(Verve 2056), Harold Arlen 
(2060), Harry Warren and Vin- 
cent. Youmans (2059) and Jim- 
my McHugh (2061). 

Peterson, who appreciates a 
lilting melody as so many con- 
temporary jazz pianists appar- 
ently do not, demonstrates again 
his compulsion to swing, his rare 
technical skill and sense of dy- 
namics, and his eclecticism (with 
traces of Cole, Tatum and Shear- 
ing in his work, although the 
best example of his eclecticism 
here may be the way he recalls 
Count Basie’s handling of Ar- 
len’s “As Long As I Love” on 
a Goodman Sextet side nearly 
20 years ago). 

Ray Brown plays bass super- 
bly throughout each record, as 
is his habit, and drummer Ed 
Thigpen fits in very nicely, too. 
Thigpen has good time and good 
taste. 

There is nothing particularly 
sensational or “new” about the 
music on any of these albums, 
although they may indicate that 
Peterson is a more accomplished 
and more mature musician than 
he was a half dozen years ago. 
In any event, if you are look- 
ing for something like far out, 
there’s no point for you to in- 
vest in these LPs. But if you 
enjoy good songs well played, 
with taste and warmth and ex- 
citement and a good beat, than 
any of these records should wear 
well on your. ears. 

The other new Peterson LP 
isn’t really new at all (The Oscar 
Peterson Trio at JATP, Verve 
8368). It was made a number 
of years ago when guitarist Bar- 
ney Kessel was working with 
Oscar. Recorded during a JATP 
show, it includes a great deal of 
Peterson’s grunting (a habit 
which he seems to be breaking, 
happily). as well as a few ex- 
citing chase choruses by Kessel 
and Peterson on “C Jam Blues.”

BRIEF: The band Woody Her- 


man fronted at the Monterey 
Jazz Festival last year was one 
of the best he has fronted in 
some time as a recording made 
at the Festival proves (Woody 
Herman’s Big New Herd at the 
Monterey Jazz Festival, Atlantic 
1328). This group of top rank 
sidemen, including Zoot Sims, 
Bill Perkins, Richie Kamuca and 
Urbie Green, bites into “Four 
Brothers,” for example, with pre- 
cision, drive and enthusiasm .. . 
Two blues progressions and on 
rhythm progression (chords to 
“I Got Rhythm” without the 
tag) played by a group of vet- 
eran jazzmen makes up ‘“Main- 
stream Jazz” (RCA Camden 554). 
Arranger Andy Gibson heads the 
group and British jazz writer 
Stanley Dance produced the ses- 
sion. The second side, by a sex- 
tet featuring trombonist Vic 
Dickenson and trumpeter Shorty 
Baker, is easily more interesting 
than the. big band side, I'd say. 
Baker, formerly with Ellington, 
plays very well. The rhythm 
progression, ‘‘Give the Lady 
What She Wants Most,” is a 
finger-snapper and no doubt the 
best track . . “Like Frank 
Marocco” introduces a real good 
accordion player. Marocco has 
considerable technique, a good 
sound, and he swings (Verve 
2135).

A OPERA with a single 
singer—Poulence’s “La 
Voix Humaine”’—is a set- 
ting of a Cocteau play. It is 
presented in RCA Victor’s new 
and handsomely packaged Soria 
series of de luxe discs (LSS- 
2385, $6.98). Denise Duval is the 
accomplished singing soloist and 
Georges Pretre conducts the 
Opera Comique Orchestra. In- 
cluded is a booklet containing 
not only the libretto in French 
and English but also essays by 
Henri Hell and Janet Flanner 
(Genet. of The New. Yorker). 
This tour de force and delight 
to the ear is a woman in tele- 
phone conversaton with her lov- 
er. He tells her he is about to 
marry another woman, and the 
words reveal with great skill her 
passionate desire to hang on to 
him and her conflicting deter- 
mination to let him go.

No. 3 (DGG-138072, $6.98). The 
Amadeus Quartet is one of the 
finer well-established chamber 
groups, and they do more than 
justice to these late works, writ- 
ten during the period of the 
London Symphonies. 

® When a young conductor 
achieves considerable eminence, 
it is instructive to the listener 
to let him take his own measure 
in music that is very well known. 
Bernard Haitink of the Amster- 
dam Concertgebouw passes this 
test with flying colors. He takes

Tells ‘Em Off

HOLLYWOOD—tThings are never going to be quite 
the same again on Seth Adams’ “Wagon Train.” Ward Bond 
(Wagonmaster Adams) finally prevailed upon his old 


friend and discoverer John Ford 
to direct one of the hour-long 
segments. A genuine attack of 
Sioux war chiefs couldn’t have 
left the passengers, or the neatly- 
groomed Revue Productions man- 
agement, in a greater state of 
shock. 

Four-time Oscar-winner Ford 
tolerates no invasion of his de- 
main as director and sees no rea- 
son to make TV an exception. An 
agency representative for one of 
the “Wagon Train” sponsors was 
repelled one afternoon to see 
Ford’s lead character chewing on 
‘a cigar, (As the story unfolds, 
this “Capt. Sam Grant” turns out 
to be Gen. U. S. Grant.) 

“What’s wrong with the 
cigar?” asked Ford of the Madi- 
son Ave. emissary. 

“The sponsor makes cigarettes 
and prefers no cigars or pipes 
be used,” replied the agency 
man. 

“Give the sponsor my compli- 
ments, and tell him. . .!” Ford 
bellowed the rest of his instruc- 
tions, and the agency man re- 
treated swiftly into the wings 
with a blue cloud of cigar smoke 
and profanity hovering over his 
head.

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SETAF Assignment Is Good 


By BILL RUSSELL 


VERONA, Italy — The Army’s Southern 
European Task Force is an unusual two-nation 
command with the mission of providing atomic 
fire-power in support of Italian ground forces 
in Northern Italy. 

Regarded as a “dream” assignment by Army of- 
ficers, enlisted men, D. A. civilians and their depen- 
dents, SETAF operates as a NATO family. 

“The relationship of the U. 8S. military with the 
Italian ee and civilian population could not be 
. better,” Maj. Gen, John P. Daley, 

commander of SETAF, told 
Army Times. “I would not 
know how to go about improv- 
- ing relations if I had to.” 
SETAF is located in three 
beautiful Italian cities. Head- 
7 \uarters of this unique Army 
# overseas Missile Command is at 
Caserma Passalacqua at Verona. 
From this headquarters, Daley 
t directs the activities of the 1st 
U.S. Missile Command and the 
2d Italian Missile Brigade, both 
located in nearby Vicenza, and 
the newly-reorganized 8th Logis- 
tical Command at Camp Darby. 
Camp Darby is located near Leghorn and operates a 
busy Army Mediterranean port. 

SETAF became a truly bi-national command on 
April 1, 1960, with the announcement that 13 Italian 
army officers woulac be assigned to the command. The 
Italian officers, designated by the Italian Ministry of 
Defense, will take over important staff positions and 
will perform duties similar to those of their American 
associates. 

SETAF’s NATO defense mission is under the tac- 
tical direction of Headquarters, Allied Land Forces 
Southern Europe, located at Verona. 

SETAF came into existence as a major oversea 
command in 1955, when NATO desired to create a new 
American military command which would be established 
in Italy as a defensive stop-gap to fill the breach caused 
by the withdrawal of American troops from Austria. 

Following integration into USAREUR in January, 

1958, SETAF supplied Honest John Rockets to the 
3d Italian Missile Brigade and helped train Italian

artillerymen into highly-capable fighting units. 

The ist U.S. Army Missile Command, at Caserma 
Ederle in Vicenza, provides the striking power of 
SETAF. Commanded by Col. Robert E. Coffin, two 
Corporal battalions, an aviation company with untis of 


Sky Cavalry, an engineer unit and various support 
troops are rated in a high state of preparedness for 
any emergency. 

The newly-organized 8th Logistical Command at 
Leghorn is commanded by Col. Dale D. Dixon. From 
his overall headquarters at Camp Darby, Dixon com- 
mands the busy U.S. Army port near Leghorn, a large 
general depot, and the supply and maintenance team 
in northern Italy supporting U.S. Army elements there. 
Col. Robert E. Holman will assume command of Camp 
Darby in June 1960. . 

The approximately 3000 U.S. troops in Italy proud- 
ly wear the SETAF patch and are rated on all sides 
as some of America’s best ambassadors in Europe. 
Morale is exceptionally high among the officers and 
enlisted men who have succeeded in making SETAF 
one of the Army’s most unusual and admired commands.

‘Challenging Assignment’ 


Gen. Daley, who arrived in October 1958, told 
ARMY TIMES: “It’s a tremendously interesting and 
challenging assignment because we are really pioneer- 
ing in-the peace-time integration of the forces of two 
nations.” 

Combined Italian and American training has been 
highly effective, Daley said. Honest Johns of the 3d 
Italian Missile Brigade and Corporals of the 1st Army 
Missile Command maneuver in rugged Italian territory. 
“We can move missiles to places that I never dreamed 
of,” Daley said. 

“I think we are pretty stable on the U.S. side,” 
he added, “and the Italians will get better. As time 
goes on, the Italians may receive more missiles from 
us because it’s in the cards.” 


SETAF receives a considerable number of visitors 
from every level. “To some extent, I am happy about 
this because I feel the more people who know what 
we are doing, the better our command will be appre- 
ciated,” Daley said. 

a a - 

ARMY MEN and their families assigned to SETAF 
will find that their new post calls for sophisticated 
clothing. Taey will do a great deal of entertaining, 
both on-post and on the Italian economy, and they are 
expected to dress the part. 

Since a good choice of men’s, women’s and chil- 
dren’s clothing is not always available in SETAF PXs, 
newcomers are advised to bring along a well-selected 
wardrobe of winter and summer clothing. Winter in 
all three SETAF posts is fairly cold and damp, and 
summer weather is like that found in Florida, or South- 
ern California. 

The Italians today are among the best-dressed 
people on the continent, and Army personnel and their

families who are stationed in Italy will feel out of place 
if their civilian clothing is not fashionable. New- 
comers should also bring along all the swimming suits 
and beach wear they will need for the long summer of 
recreation on Italian beaches. 

In addition to their military duties, SETAF per- 
sonnel do a lot of dining out and a great deal of travel- 
ing. Italy is one of the most fascinating countries in 
the world for tourists, and SETAF families have a wealth 
of sights on their doorsteps. They also visit nearby 
Switzerland, Austria, Germany and France. 


SETAF has a fine information booklet for newly- 
assigned personnel which contains specific information 
on the mission of the command, housing, allowances, 
PXs, commissaries, automobiles, schools, medical serv- 
ice, youth activities and recreational facilities. 

Concurrent travel is allowed for all military per- 
sonnel in grade E-5 and above and temporary quarters 
are available in Verona and Vicenzo to accommodate 
a limited number of families upon arrival. 


Housing Situation 


Individual commanders in SETAF usually give 
newcomers time off to look for housing on the local 
economy in Verona, Vicenza and in the Leghorn area, 
Billeting offices provide much assistance. In Leghorn, 
for example, newcomers are assigned a car by the bil- 
leting office, an Italian-English speaking guide and 
handed a bunch of keys to empty apartments to help 
them make a sélection. 

Except for 371 surplus commodity housing units 
located on-post at Caserme Ederle in Vicenza, every- 
body assigned to Italy lives on the economy. © Rents 
vary from $50 td. $125, depending on tastes and the 
size of the family, and are strictly controlled by an 
Italian commission working in conjunction with the 
U.S. Army. Paying more than the authorized rent 
violates both Italian and American regulations. 

Apartments are usually spacious, often with bal- 
conies. One drawback of older apartments is that they 
occasionally call for repairs or painting. During win- 
ter months, costs for heat run high in Italy, ranging 
from $25 to $100 monthly, depending ‘on the size of the 
apartment and the needs of the family. 

Even when central heating is, provided, man 
American families feel the need of additional hea 
which they obtain through the use of kerosene or.elec- 
tric space heaters. Hot water costs run from $10 te 
$25 a month. 

Electricity, used for extra heating, for hot. water, 
appliances and lights is also high in Italy. Bleetri 
currents vary from 110-220 volts to 160-260 volts, ‘Mos 
dwellings are wired for two voltages. 
are pence, for-operating household a wh 
the voltage is. greater than 110, and ate ava 
able in PXs or in Italian stores.

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tors and stoves are not available. 

When renting apartments and houses unfurnished, 
the Italian custom is to lease them completely bare; 
without electric fixtures, towel racks or other items 
usually found in American unfurnished apartments. 
In many cases, Italian landlords who have rented to 
Americans continuously leave light fixtures intact for 
new families. 

Government quarters for male bachelor officers and 
DA civilians are limited, and many of these are ex- 
pected to live on the economy. Many female civilian 
and military personnel are housed in private rentals 
and SETAF advises them to bring whatever furniture 
they own with them. 

Initial per diem allowances are paid to newcomers 
and end when permanent housing is occupied. Cost of 
living allowances were eliminated in SETAF on 1 March, 
1 


All three SETAF posts have complete PX, commis- 
sary, and theater facilities. In addition to swimming 
facilities at Lake Garda near Verona and on Mediter- 
ranean beaches near Camp Darby, there are on-post 
swimming pools at Verona and Vicenza. 

Since the majority of SETAF families live on the 
economy, an automobile is considered a necessity. 
Gasoline coupons are available for purchase of com- 
mercial gas at 14 cents a gallon. Most families stationed 
in Verona live in the city itself; which makes it easy 
for them to use the facilities at Caserma Passalacqua. 

Families assigned ‘to the Ist Missile Command at 
Vicenza who do not live on-post are more scattered, some 
living up to 10 miles from Caserma Ederle. 

Camp Darby lies midway between Pisa, with its 
leaning’ tower, and Leghorn. Approximately half of 
Camp Darby families live in Leghorn and the remain- 
der at nearby Tirrenia, which boasts beautiful beaches 
and an Italian film studio. 

Elementary~ schools are available at all three 
SETAF posts, but high school students at Verona travel 
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to nearby Vicenza for their classes. All three posts 
have churches, with full religious and youth activities. 
There is an Italian Synagogue in downtown Verona. 


Joining the officers’ club is mandatory. There are 
little theater groups, thrift shops and excellent pro- 
grams for Brownies and Boy Scouts at all three posts. 

SETAF abounds in recreational possibilities. In 
addition to travel, there are gun clubs, excellent fish- 
ing and boating. Post libraries are good. All three 
SETAF posts have teams in major sports, playing intra- 
mural and commandwide games. Bowling leagues are 
popular in SETAF. 


Ist Missile Command 


The ist U.S. Army Missile Command stationed at 
Vicenza contains two Corporal missile artillery bat- 
talions and one engineer company. The command is 
an Atomic Support Command for NATO land forces 
in Italy assigned to and under operational control of 
SETAF. 

In January 1959, the Ist Army Missile Command 
began training of two-Italian Honest John battalions 
and in June this means of atomic weapons delivery was 
deleted from the command. At the same time, the 
Engineer Battalion was reduced in size to a company, 
and the Sky Cavalry was reduced to a single aviation 
surveillance company. 

The 110th Aviation Company, Surveillance, com- 
manded by Maj. Dennis A. Hoviand, added a fascinat- 
ting new dimension to target acquisition. Airborne 
radar, drone aircraft and highly trained reconnais- 
sance teams capable of being dropped behind enemy 
lines by parachute drop or landed by helicopter will 
allow artillery units to fire their missiles with high 
accuracy. 

The Corporal battalions, Ist Missile Battalions of 
the 82d and 80th Artillery, are in a high state of readi- 
ness, according to Col. Robert E. Coffin, commander of 
the 1st Army Missile Command. 

“I foresee a continuation of the present mission,” 
Coffin told Army Times. “We have reached a position of 
stability which is likely to continue.” 

“I am terrifically enthusiastic about the rather 
remarkable experiment in close Italian-U.S. relations 
inte which we have entered here,” Coffin said. “We 
have learned from the Italians, and they have learned 
from us. We have seldom had any disagreements.” 

Coffin maintains a high degree of cooperation with 
Italian Brig. Gen. Alberto Orlando, commander of the 
3d: Italian Missile Brigade in Vicenza. 

“When we go out on training exercises, we call up 
SETAF for atomic teams,” Orlando said. “We have no 
difficulties. Quite a few of my officers speak English.” 

And, on the other hand, “most of our people be- 
come quite proficient in Italian,” Coffin said. “We 
have many Americans of Italian descent who arrive 
speaking quite good Italian.” 

Speaking of life in Vicenza, Coffin said that “I have 
almost more dependents than soldiers in my command. 
We consider ourselves very fortunate to be right in the 
eenter of everything.” 

“We are extremely fortunate in dependent be- 
havior at Vicenza,” Coffin said. “We not only have the 
superior kind of soldier here. We seem to have de- 
pendents who take seriously their role as ambassadors.”

Camp Darby (Leghorn) 


Camp Darby lies about midway between Pisa and 
Leghorn, which most troops here call by the Italian 
name of Livorno. “It’s the best place in the world to 
be,” said Col. Dale D. Dixon, commander of the 8th 
Logistical Command.

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New Photography in Fine Arts Show Opens in

HE “PHOTOGRAPHY in the Fine Arts” project, which 
made its debut last year at the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, has just opened its second show in the New York 


museum, but on a much more 
sumptuous scale. The pictures will 
be on display until September 4. 
About a half million persons at- 
tended last year’s four-month exhi- 
bition, according to the Metropoli- 
tan, which hopes to do at least as 
well with the current show. 
Compared with last year’s ex- 
hibition, the present one is about 
twice as big, with 176 prints by 
129 photographers, 49 in color, 127 
in ‘black-and-white. Last year’s 
show had 85 prints by 55. photo- 
graphers, 30 in color, 55 in black- 


and-white. The show occupies three | ysuall 


large galleries; last year’s was 
housed in one. 

Fach print has been matted 
and is displayed under glass, 
some hanging in frames, others 
resting on angled platforms for 
viewing convenience. The gen- 
eral illumination is exceptionally 
efficient. 


The project is under the direc- 
tion of Ivan Dmitri, photographer, 
who originated the idea, and the 
pictures were selected by a jury 
consisting almost entirely of art 
critics, museum directors, print 
curators, and others associated 
with the fine arts. More than 800 
prints were submitted to the jury 
by various picture sources that this 
year included the Photographic 
Society of America, the Photo- 
graphers Association of America, 
and the American Society of Mag- 
azine Photographers, along with 
the picture magazines, advertising 
and picture agencies, and others. 
The selection jury was headed by 
James J. Rorimer, director of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

The show includes photographs 
ranging from the abstract to the 
journalistic and encompassing both 
amateur and professional work. 
There are also some examples of 
experimental color. 

As last year, the show will tour 
other American museums through- 
out the country, along with two 
other identical shows, according 
to Dmitri.

Count among them 
the Exakta, the Alpa, the Miranda, 
Nikon F, the Canonflex, the Hei- 
land Pentax, and the Konicaflex. 
Since they and their lenses are all 
good, there is only one way to find 
out which suits you best: ask the 
camera store clerk to let you try 
them out, or check with friends 
who own them and might let you 
use them for a while.

You probably could, by using 
tungsten-type color. But yeu will 
do better, and with less fuss, by 
carefully planning your shots 
ahead and getting these effects 
right in the camera.

The occasion was King’s retire- 
ment, and despite the slight driz- 
zle, he enjoyed all 45 minutes of 
it. It included many of the inno- 
vations he created for dignitaries 
visiting this country. 

As he stood with Maj. Gen. 
C. K. Gailey, MDW commander, 
horses, tanks and the newly or- 
ganized Fife and Drum Corps of 
the Army Band joined some 700 
troops of the ist BG, 3d Inf. 

(The Old Guard) in a special 
review and display in his honor. 

As King strode across the field 
to review the troops, he paused 
several times to compliment the 
men and thank them for honor- 
ing him. 

Although King has conducted 
military welcomes and farewells 
for such famous Washington visi- 
tors as Queen Elizabeth II of Eng- 
land, French President de Gaulle, 
Queen Frederika of Greece, King 
Baudouin of Belgium and Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev—he said his 
own parade and review was “the 
biggest thrill I’ve ever had.”

“Already the shapes of the fu- 
ture challenges are clearly discer- 
nible,” said the brilliant Justice 
when I interviewed him after the 
lecture. “With the workweek head- 
ing toward an average of only 30 
hours by 1975, we are moving into 
an economy in which most of each 
man’s waking time and energy 
will be devoted not to earning a 
living, but to activities of his own 
choice. 

“The phenomenal rise of a 
leisure sciety will bring with it 
new Values, and the law must find 
ways to treat with them.”

THULE, Greenland—If a ballistic missile attack is ever launched from behind the 
Iron Curtain, it may be spotted far out in space over the north polar regions by a huge 
curtain of radio waves. This curtain of radio frequency (RF) energy will be generated by 


the free world’s largest long-range 
missile detection radar, which is 
being rushed to completion here 
as part of the first site for the Air 
Force Ballistic Missile Early Wern- 
ing System. 

This surveillance radar consists 
of four major radar sets operat- 
ing in cooperation with one an- 
other to provide a wide curtain of 
radio waves. These four surveil- 
lance radar sets include 290 cab- 
inets of electronic equipment, 10 
consoles, eight high 
speed scanning switches, 704 feed- 
horns and 440 miles of connecting 
cables and waveguides. They are 
installed in four scanner build- 
ings, two transmitter buildings, a 
combination transmitter-computer 
building, and four giant antenna 
reflectors.

Whatever Happened to the Rumble Seat? 


JREMEMBER the rumble seat? 
It hail its heyday in the 
1920s and 1930s, then went into 
oblivion shortly before War II. At 
the peak of its popularity the rum- 
ble seat (‘“mother-in-law” seat, 
the gagsters called it) was avail- 
able on two-door roadsters and 
coupes, and the highways teemed 
with rumble seat models. Today’s 
hardtop is its nearest relative. 

Recall the cabriolet, a type of 
touring car with folding top and 
glass windows which could be 
rolled down? The hardtop replaced 
that model, too. 

‘Nhat about the broughams and 
phaetons? One was a closed type, 
replaced by the club sedan; the 
other was an open car, with the 
convertible as its closest kin among 
today’s body styles. 

And whatever happened to the 
three-passenger business coupe? 
It survived considerably longer 
than the rumble seat roadsters and 
coupes, but it, too, went into a 
decline, and today it is rarely 
found in new car salesrooms. 

Body styles have changed, but 
many of today’s body types trace 
their origin to models which were 
the hits of their time in the days 
prior to War II. 

There was, for example, the five- 
passenger coupe with two auxiliary 
seats which could be folded out of 
sight when not in use. Seats of 
this type are still used on seven- 
passenger limousines, and occa-

be a wide variety of vehicles, 
not all wheeled. Among these 
vehicles, he noted, will be smail 
urban commuter-cars, intercon. 
tinental highway cruisers and 
miniature coaches for short- 
range city and suburban travel. 
There also will be a new for, 

of transportation, he said—high- 
speed, multi-passenger, wheel-less 
vehicles, guided by rails and slid- 
ing on a thin film of air. This sys- 
tem, Dr. Kucher stated, would be 
developed. for public transporta- 
tion between cities, with the ve- 
hicles traveling at speeds of from 
200 to 500 miles per hour.

PROBABLY the greatest automo- 
tive changes to be seen by the 21st 
century, he pointed out, will come 
in three fields: energy, its sources, 
its conversion and its transmission; 
materials, which will offer radically 
different substances for body and 
component construction and con- 
trols, where electronics will pro- 
vide major assistance to drivers of 
the future. 

It is «0 those fields, he asserted; 
that “we look for clues to many of 
the technical advances that lie just 
beyond the horizons.” 

Of the three, Dr. Kucher con- 
tinued, the field of energy promises 
the most revolutionary changes in 
the vehicles of the distant future.
